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£100k funding 
bid for Legends 


A PROJECT to install 
paving slabs dedicated 
to famous horses, 
jockeys and people of 
Newmarket has won 
the backing of coun¬ 
cillors. 

‘Legends of the Turf’ is 
being spearheaded by the 
town mayor, Cllr Keith 
Bovill, who now plans to bid 
for £100,000 of funding 
from the Lottery Heritage 
Fund. 

The project would see 
engraved pictures of 
celebrated people and 
animals in the footpaths and 
possibly the walls around 
Newmarket. 

Members of Newmarket 
Town Council backed the 
plans at a meeting of the 
leisure and services 
committee on Tuesday. 

The idea is said to tie in 
with the £12.8 million Palace 
House project which will see 
a new home created for the 
National Horseracing 
Museum and a new 
education centre established. 

The suggestion put forward 
by Cllr Bovill at the meeting 
was that visitors to the new 
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education centre could pick 
up a booklet which will guide 
them to the various sites and 
inform them on the history 
behind the famous person or 
horse. 

Mr Bovill said: “The idea is 
to involve the whole 
community. 

“There is an opportunity 
for it to link in with the 
museum, with the intention 
that people will walk around 
the town with the historic 
sites being brought in with an 
informative trail brochure. 

“We believe that this 
project will be of significant 
benefit to the community as 
it will encourage our younger 
residents to learn more about 
the history of their town. 

“We also want to encourage 
visitors to spend more time in 
the town centre, which will 
hopefully generate additional 
income for our retailers.” 

The slabs are still in the 
initial design process, but the 
specification is for them to be 
“durable” and easy to clean.

The project was 
originally called ‘The Walk 
of Fame’ but had to change 
for copyright reasons. 

The scheme has already 
secured £1,000 - to help 
register the trade mark - 
from county councillor Lisa 
Chambers from her locality 
budget and Suffolk 
Highways have offered to 
install the slabs free of 
charge. 

Nominations for the 
three categories: horses, 
people and jockeys will be 
decided by the Community 
Group, made up of 
representatives from 
Suffolk County Council, 
Forest Heath District 
Council, Jockey Club 


Estates, Newmarket Town 
Council and other key 
individuals and then there 
will be a public vote on 
each category. 

Mr Bovill added: “In the 
first year we will launch 
with about 12 slabs and 
then add three or so each 
year. 

“We want to make the 
project as sustainable and 
as long term as possible.” 

Having supported the 
idea, the leisure services 
committee have put a 
recommendation forward 
to the full council.

Rescue mission 
wins store’s help 
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A CAMPAIGN to rescue a 
Newmarket community 
centre has been kick-started 
by the support of a town 
supermarket. 

The Little Buds Pre-School 
launched an appeal earlier this year 
for £40,000 to help restore the loss- 
making Studlands Park Community 
Centre to profit. 

Now Asda in Oaks Drive has 
promised to throw its weight 
behind the cause for the year and 
set the ball rolling with a 
homemade cake sale in store on 
Saturday. 

Bill George, administrator for 
Little Buds Pre-School Limited, 
said: “We are absolutely delighted - 
this really does give our campaign 
that kick start. To get a company 
like Asda behind us is tremendous. 

“The pleasing thing from our 
point of view is it has come from 
staff at Asda so it actually has come 
from local people.” 

Little Buds wants to build a 
storage extension with the money 
they raise which will leave another 
room at the Brickfields Avenue 
centre free to rent out and help 
them at least break even. 

Forest Heath District Council, 
which handed responsibility for 


running the centre to the pre¬ 
school in September, has pledged 
to fund the facility’s deficit up to 
£4,000 a year for three years and 
foot most of the bill for an overhaul 
of the centre. 

But if the centre - used by groups 
including Rainbows and Brownies 
as well as Little Buds - is not 
breaking even by the time the 
funding runs out, there are fears it 
could close. 

Mr George said: “The footfall 
through the centre will be in excess 
of 10,000 this year in our first year. 
Where else will these young people 
go? It’s very difficult to find 


reasonably priced facilities.” 

Tom Younger, deputy manager of 
the Asda store which opened in the 
summer, said: “We are not going to 
be able to raise £40,000 but we can 
try to do our bit to try and knock 
some of that off. I’m going to be 
looking at (holding) events 
throughout the year.” 

Mr Younger, 25, said they would 
also be trying to get the Asda 
Foundation on board. 

He said: “They work on the basis 
the more we do the more they will 
do, so we are starting small and 
hopefully going to be working our 
way up.”

Chairman suspended 
for ‘switching wards’ 


Olympic swim-in 

SWIMMERS will stay in the water 
overnight to celebrate the Olympic 
torch coming to town. 

Newmarket Swimming Club are 
holding a 12-hour overnight swim on 
July 6 to mark the special occasion 
which will also be the first event of the 
Newmarket Festival. 


A COUNCILLOR has 
been suspended for 
switching which ward 
he represented at a 
meeting. 

Roderick Humphries, 
chairman of Cheveley Parish 
Council, swapped the South 
Ward for the North, thus 
allowing the meeting to go 
ahead, as each warded 
needed to be represented. 

Mr Humphries, who has 
been head of the council 
since February last year, has 
been suspended from his 
position for four months 
after it is alleged his actions 
broke the council’s code of 
conduct. 

According to a report by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Mr Humphries 
acted “illegally and 
inappropriately”. 

Mr Humphries denies 
acting out of accordance 
with the code. 

Under the parish council’s 
standing orders, it is stated 
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that “four councillors must 
be present at a meeting of 
the parish and each of the 
two wards, North and South, 
must be represented.” 

At the meeting on 
September 13 last year there 
was no representative from 
the North ward. 

Mr Humphries announced 
he had changed wards from 
the South to the North. 

The meeting then 

proceeded. 

Mr Humphries said: “As far 
as I am concerned, I have 
abided by the code. 

“In essence, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council are saying that I did 
not abide by the standing 
order, but my argument is 
that the standing order is not 
valid. 

“In order to stand for a 
ward you have to live in it or 


within 4.8 kilometres from 
the boundary. 

“I live within this distance 
from the North Ward, so I 
was entitled to make that 
decision.” 

The only Cheveley parish 
councillor who was a 
representative of the North 
Ward was Cllr Kath Sneller, 
who did not attend. 

The decision notice from 
the county council said: 
“Section 16(5) of the Local 
Government Act 1972 
provides that ‘Where a 
parish is divided into parish 
wards, there shall be 
separate elections of parish 
councillors for each ward’. 

“Therefore, Cllr Hum¬ 
phries is not legally able to 
unilaterally change wards.” 

The decision to suspend 
Mr Humphries was made on 
March 29 and he has 28 days 
to challenge it, which he 
intends to do.

An unimposing door in Newmarket High Street opens into just under 
50 acres of Tattersalls, the world’s oldest bloodstock auctioneer 
which could be the only company still using guineas. JENNIE BAKER 
steps inside to meet Jimmy George, its marketing director. 

“THE business model is 
simple enough, it hasn’t 
changed in 246 years,” 
Jimmy George said inside 
his office overlooking 
Newmarket High Street. 

While the 4,247 horses sold by 
Tattersalls last year were paid for in 
pounds sterling, bidding in the 
800-plus capacity sale ring took 
place in guineas, £1.05 in today’s 
money 

Mr George said: “When the firm 
started in 1766, the guinea was a 
fairly widely-used unit of currency 
and it’s just a pound and a shilling. 
For an auctioneer, the shilling was 
what they made a living out of and 
that has endured to this day. 
Effectively, everything we sell we 
take five per cent of that.” 

Tattersalls’ history also stares out 
from a rotunda on the premises 
which contains a model of a fox, a 
structure made familiar by the 
company’s UK logo. The rotunda 
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first stood at Hyde Park Corner 
where Tattersalls was founded 
but was disassembled piece by 
piece for the company’s move to 
Newmarket in the middle of the 
last century. 

Mr George said: “When the 
company was started back in the 
18th century a proportion of 
what we were selling in those 
days were also hunters and 
hounds as well so there was 
always this country sports link to 
the firm but now we only sell 
thoroughbreds.” 

The most expensive horse sold 
at Tattersalls last year, a daughter 
of top sire Galileo, went for 1.7 
million guineas, £1.785 million. 
The most expensive 
thoroughbred ever sold at a 
public auction in Europe was at 
Tattersalls in 2006. Magical 
Romance, a broodmare, was 
snapped up for 4.6 million 
guineas, £4.83 million. 

But the thoroughbred market 
took a serious hit in 2008 and the 
nature of the industry meant it 
took its time to bounce back. 

Mr George said: “Every time 
the market goes thud in the 
thoroughbred business we have 
got a three-year production cycle 
to move out of the way before we 
can regroup.” 

In the 15 years to 2008, the 
industry thrived and Tattersalls 
received its biggest foal crop yet 
the year the downturn struck. 
Supply could not realign to the 
diminished demand for two 
years after 2008 because one crop 
of foals, next year’s yearlings, had 
been born and what would go on 
to become 2010’s yearlings were 
already in gestation. 

The company’s sale ring 
turnover slumped 32 per cent 
from 244.8 million guineas, 

£257.1 million, in 2007 to 167.6 
million guineas, £176 million, the 
following year and it hovered 
around that level in 2009 and 
2010 . 

Mr George said: “Like any 
sector of the economy, we are 
certainly not immune from the 


ups and downs of the global 
economy. We are dealing in high- 
end luxury goods. It was not 
unexpected but it’s never fun 
when it comes along.” 

But 2011 saw the sale ring’s 
turnover soar to 182.7 million 
guineas, or £191.8 million, and 
while 2010’s top class of yearlings 
sold for an average of 107,000 
guineas apiece, £112,000, the 
following year’s crop made 32 per 
cent more, an average of 141,000 
guineas, £148,000. 

Even without adjusting for the 
236 fewer horses sold at 
Tattersalls in 2011 from a smaller 
catalogue than the previous year, 
the sale ring turnover was 13 per 
cent up. 

Yearlings intended for the 
October sales are all inspected by 
Tattersalls staff between April 
and mid-fune and while the 
company tries not to turn a 
thoroughbred away, a sizeable 
number do not end up in the 
catalogue for a variety of reasons. 
For example, owners may take 
them elsewhere or decide not to 
sell them at all. 

Tattersalls offers the October 
yearlings a slot in the sales, 
ranging from book one where the 
cream of the crop gather and the 
quality descends to a book four 
sale which is not held annually. 
Some will choose not to enter 
their yearlings in a lower book. 

The October yearling sales set 
the pace for the others, such as 
the autumn horses in training 
sale and the breeding stock, 
yearlings and foals sales in 
December. 

The outcome of the October 
yearling sales tell buyers and 
sellers how the market is doing 
and the money they make there 
can be reinvested in stock offered 
in subsequent sales. 

Mr George said while sales in 
France, for example, will typically 
involve a vast majority of buyers 
and sellers from that country, 
Tattersalls’ market is much more 
international, with buyers from 
more than 50 countries attending 


the sales there each year. 

He estimated 60 per cent of 
buyers of yearlings at Tattersalls 
are based abroad, though the 
horses may be kept in the UK, 
while he thought just under half 
of the sellers of the yearlings 
arriving at their business would 
be based overseas, many of 
whom would be in Ireland. 

He said: “The whole 
thoroughbred business is 
incredibly international. Pretty 
much every country where you 
have got racing in a recognised 
way we will sell horses to.” 

Even if a country is not 
seriously into racing, he said, that 
is no reason not to try to promote 
themselves to potential buyers. 

Tattersalls will visit 30 plus 
countries a year to meet clients 
and try to attract new buyers, 
while in countries where 
thoroughbred racing is a more 
established sport, they will also 
be set on enticing in sellers too. 

He said: “It’s still a business 
that requires an awful lot of 
personal contact. It’s a very social 
business in very many ways. 
Fundamentally we are an 
offshoot of a sport and sport is 
meant to be fun and meant to be 
social. We are the production side 
of a global sport.” 

The Tattersalls Millions races, 
open exclusively to horses who 
have been book one yearlings, is 
another way the company is 
trying to make business with 
them appealing. 

Six races with a total prize pot 
of £1.3 million, one of which 
offers winnings of £500,000, are 
an attractive prospect in a 
national racing scene with few 
hefty sums up for grabs. 

The Millions have been 
running in one form or another 
for just over 20 years, a fairly 
recent twist on what Tattersalls 
has always tried to do. 

Almost at the start of our 
conversation, Mr George said: 
“The fundamentals are very 
simple - we bring horses to the 
sales and try to sell as many as we

Flaming horse art 
plan wins funding

A FLAMING horse is set to 
gallop through Newmarket 
High Street. 

A Newmarket artist has secured 
£250 of funding from the town 
council’s budget to kick-start his 
‘Flaming fuly’ scheme which will 
project an image of a running horse 
onto shop windows. 

Chris Winch, an artist in 
residence at the National Stud and 
one of the artists involved in last 
year’s Horse About Newmarket 
project, plans to paint about a 
dozen images of a galloping horse 
in reds and oranges which will be 
transformed into an animation 
using a computer. 

In turn, these images will be 
projected onto walls and shop 
windows and be shown on TV 
screens inside shops for two weeks 
to mark the fuly Festival and the 
visit of the Olympic torch. 

The idea is for it to appear as 
though the horse is running with 
people as they travel up the High 
Street. 

Mr Winch said: “We were pleased 


to get such an enthusiastic response 
from the council for what is 
potentially an exciting new project, 
albeit in the early stages of 
development. 

“This funding will give us a kick- 
start towards what could be an 
innovative approach to street art 
following on from the success of last 
summer’s painted horses.” 

The £250 granted by the council 
at its leisure services committee on 
Tuesday will provide the core 
funding to pay for the materials and 
time to get the drawings completed. 

At a presentation of the project at 
Tuesday’s meeting Mr Winch 
described the image as a “modern 
mural”. 


He said: “The horse will be a logo 
for the town that is live and moving. 

“The more funding, the bigger it 
gets. There is the potential of it 
being projected into the sky or 
downloaded as an app onto 
people’s phones. 

“The ideal would be that as 
people walked up the High Street it 
looked like the horse was running 
alongside you.” 

Businesses that wanted to get 
involved would be able to sponsor 
the background of the horse, which 
could correlate to the shop, for 
example an estate agent could have 
a background of houses. 

The project will next be discussed 
at a full council meeting on April 23.

More work to do 
on homes vision 


THE impact 350 new homes 
would have on Burwell is to 
be analysed in more detail 
by officers working on a 
masterplan for the village. 

Council officers had 
recommended the working party 
creating the 20-year vision for 
sustainable growth in Burwell 
should confirm 100 homes plus 
infill as their preferred option for 
the plan. 

But none of the five options for 
between 100 and 350 homes plus 
infill considered during a public 
consultation attracted more than 
22 per cent of people’s first 
preference votes. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
and chairman of the Burwell 
masterplan working party, said 
there was a realisation more work 
was needed, at a meeting on 
Monday last week. 

He said the idea to re-examine 
two options for different levels of 
growth had come from one of the

65 to 70 members of the public who 
had attended the meeting. 

He said: “It was all a bit 
inconclusive so what the planning 
officers have been asked to do is to 
analyse two options, one at 100 
houses and one at 350 houses - 
again this is growth over 20 years - 
seeing what the impact of the two 
differing levels of growth is on the 
infrastructure, school and 
employment in the community 
generally in Burwell.” 

He said the rate of growth in 
Burwell has in recent years been 
about 28 per annum which over 
two decades would top 550. 

Cllr Moakes said: “There was no 
obvious steer from an analysis of 
the responses to the consultation 
on the way the people of Burwell 
wanted to go so the debate was 
around do we home in on 100 
houses over the 20 years, then there 


was the realisation that is not very 
many.” 

Council officers have also been 
tasked with gathering the thoughts 
of the village’s young people on the 
plans because they were 
underrepresented in the 
consultation on the options which 
ran between the end of February 
and mid-March. 

Burwell Parish Council will also 
debate the plan and options before 
the next meeting on June 27, when 
the two analyses will be brought 
back for discussion. 

It was originally envisaged the 
draft masterplan would be 
approved in September before 
being put out for consultation but 
the timescale hangs on whether 
still more work is needed on the 
options after the next meeting. 

Cllr Moakes said: “If it takes a bit 
longer than we had envisaged to 
build a robust plan that’s fine. 

“The more people who are 
involved the more chance any plan 
that comes out has of lasting the 
period we are looking at.”

Training appeal by 
heart op patient 

A 69-YEAR-0LD man with a 
serious heart condition has called 
for more people to be trained in 
the first aid technique, CPR. 

Colin Nicholson, from Maltings 
Close, Moulton, is urging people 
to back the British Heart 
Foundation (BHF)’s campaign 
which calls for people to be 
taught emergency life support 
skills before they leave school. 
The retired management 
consultant was fitted with an 
internal defibrillator in 2005 
which can shock his heart back 
to life after he was diagnosed 
with the heart muscle disease, 
cardiomyopathy. 

The disease affects people of all 
ages and can cause cardiac 
arrest in some sufferers but can 
usually be treated. 

Mr Nicholson said: “I was lucky 
that the doctors have identified 
my condition and been able to 
give me an ICD (implantable 
cardioverter-defibrillator). I am 
now able to live a fairly normal 
life. But I know there are others 
at risk of a cardiac arrest. 

“In an emergency, CPR can really 
save lives and that’s been shown 
in the recent case of Bolton 
footballer Fabrice Muamba.”

Fraud investigators were 
tipped off in fuly last year 
that Earith and her partner 
had been living together 
and the Department for 
Work and Pensions and 


Forest Heath launched a 
joint investigation. 

She admitted in March 
two counts of failing to 
notify a change of circum¬ 
stances affecting her 
entitlement to benefit or 
other payment. 

Magistrate Meg Clibbon 
said: “It was a deliberate 
evasion of the truth which 
only came to light after an 
investigation. 

“A very large sum of 
money has come from the 
public purse which could 
have been benefiting 
others. It’s our opinion that 
the offences were so 
serious that a custodial 


sentence could have been 
imposed.” 

She ordered Earith to 
carry out 180 hours of un¬ 
paid work for the com¬ 
munity and handed her a 
supervision requirement 
for two years. 

Earith is repaying the 
council tax and housing 
benefit and was ordered to 
pay £525 costs. 

The court heard Earith, 
who was not represented 
and did not speak in her 
defence, had been overpaid 
£9,914 in housing benefit, 
£2,083 in council tax 
benefit and £9,050 in 
income support.

Union hits out at plan to sell care homes 


A UNION has slammed a 
county council decision to 
sell off its care homes to the 
private sector, saying it will 
leave vulnerable elderly 
people without a safety net. 

Wamil Court in Mildenhall 
and Place Court home in 
Haverhill, will be transferred 
to an as yet unnamed private 
firm by Suffolk County 
Council. 

A total of 16 care homes 
across Suffolk will be taken 
over by a private contractor, 
chosen from 23 bidders, and 
to be named after councillors 
debate the issue on April 17. 

A Spokesman for the 
union which represents 
many of them said: 
“UNISON is astounded by 
the determination of the 


County Council to press 
ahead with plans to sell off 
Suffolk’s Care Homes, despite 
the outpouring of public 
opinion against these 
proposals last year. 

“We feel this flies in the 
face of the so-called ‘public 
consultation’ exercise and 
commitment to ‘listening’ to 
the views of the people of 
Suffolk. 

“UNISON is concerned, 
not only for the 1,400 staff 
who will be forced to transfer 
to a new provider with 
potentially poorer terms and 
conditions, but also for 
Suffolk residents who will no 
longer have the safety net of 
Suffolk County Council 
should their care not be up to 
standard. 


“We are also concerned 
about the cost of bringing 
these services back in-house 
if things go wrong, as has 
been the case in other parts 
of the country where this ap¬ 
proach had been taken as a 
cost-saving exercise.” 

Councillor Colin Noble, 
Portfolio Holder for Adult 
and Community Services 
said councillors visited 
homes run by the company 
and found facilities 
exceeding those in Suffolk. 

He added: “We need to be 
sure the provider we select is 
the one that can offer the 
most to the people of Suffolk 
that have the most complex 
of care needs. 

“We anticipated by 2030 
the number of older people 


and those suffering with 
dementia in the county will 
double. This process has 
always been about 
identifying a provider that 
will bring the necessary 
investment and additional 
expertise to the county. 

“To tackle the significant 
increase in demand for 
services we are developing a 
new approach to service 
delivery which focuses on 
prevention and intense 
short-term care, helping 
people remain healthy and 
independent longer. 

“However, we must make 
sure that for those needing 
the most intense care they 
get a high quality service in 
fit for purpose facilities.”

E very hour, 
someone in the 
UK is told they 
have Parkinson’s. A 
neurological 
condition, symptoms 
include 
uncontrollable 
tremors, muscle 
stiffness and reduced 
mobility As yet, there 
is no cure. Symptoms 
can vary greatly 
between sufferers, 
and a cocktail of 
drugs is often needed 
to control the disease. 


Amy Orgill has seen first 
hand the devastating 
effect Parkinson’s can 
wreak on a person’s life, 
after losing her beloved 
nan, Hazel, to the disease. 

“She had a fall in 1994 
and after this she 
demonstrated various 
signs of the disease such 
as shaking, confusion and 
an inability to stand up as 
easily as before from her 
chair,” remembers Amy, 
23, who lives in 
Cambridge. “She was 
diagnosed that year with 



Parkinson’s.” 

A much-loved and 
integral member of 
the family, Hazel 
was 66 when she 
was diagnosed. 

The news came as 
a huge shock to 
Amy, and the 
recent Oxford 
University 
graduate 
remembers 
watching her 
nan’s 

symptoms 
progress. 

“She had 
shakes on a very 
regular basis, 
making it hard 
for her to hold 
a cup of tea 
without getting 
burnt,” she says. 
“She lost the 
ability to cook her 
delicious Sunday 
dinners and she 
found it difficult 
to manipulate 
the muscles in 
her face enough 
to raise a smile. 

She grew more 
and more 
unsteady on her 
feet as time went 
on.” 

Once a bubbly 
and outgoing 
character, Hazel’s 


personality changed as 
the illness progressed. 
“You could see that 
she was shaking a lot 
and then she lost a lot 
of confidence,” recalls 
Hazel. “She always 
used to make this 
really awesome 
bread pudding, 
but then she just 
stopped making 
it. She got really 
tired and had to 
sit down loads 
and couldn’t do 
little things like 
do her own 
shoes up. It’s 
such a 

degenerative 
disease.” 

Hazel was 
cared for by her 
husband, Amy’s 
grandpa Ralph, 
but 10 years after 
her diagnosis, in 
2004, she sadly died 
the disease, 
aged 76. Amy’s 
grandpa also 
passed away that 
year. 

Originally from 
Ashford in 
Middlesex, Amy 
moved to 

g k Cambridge six 
months ago to 
begin a graduate 
training scheme 
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at Jupiter House on 
Station Road. The move 
away from her family, 
friends and boyfriend 
Aidan has made her 
reflect on the close 
relationship she had with 
her nan, and has 
prompted her to run a 
10k race for Parkinson’s 
UK in her memory. 

Taking place on Sunday, 

April 29, Run Highclere 
will be held in the 
grounds of Highclere 
Castle in Newbury, 

Berkshire - the location 
of the hit TV series 
Downton Abbey. 

“I’ve always wanted to 
take on a challenge in 
memory of her,” smiles 
Amy. “She has really 
inspired me to do 
something for a 
worthwhile cause such as 
the Parkinson’s UK run - 
and what better 
surroundings to do it in. 

“I watched a few 
episodes of Downton 
Abbey at Christmas and I 
loved the costumes, but 
my mum is the biggest 
fan so she is very 
excited.” 

Describing herself as 
being from a family of 
non-runners, Amy has 
been putting in the hours 
to prepare for the 
challenge. “No-one in my 
family is a runner; we’re 
not built for running,” 
she laughs. “I get my big 
bones from my nan - she 
was definitely not built 
for running. 

“I used to row for 
Oxford University but

run under that time 
they’re going to give me 
an extra £10 each 
towards the charity.” 

Parkinson’s UK is the 
support and research 
charity working to find 
a cure and improve the 
lives of the 127,000 
people in the UK who 
are living with 
Parkinson’s. When her 
nan died, Amy was 
studying for her GCSEs 
and, although her 
family supported her as 
much as they could, 
she remembers it 
being a very difficult 
time. 

Parkinson’s UK 
exists to make sure that 
no-one has to face the 
disease alone, but also to 
offer support to the 
families and carers of 
people suffering from 
Parkinson’s. 

“I’m running for myself 
but mainly for the 
charity,” says Amy. “I 
know Nan would be 
really happy that I’m 
doing it and if she was 
alive she would try to be 
there - and probably 
make me some bread 
pudding for energy.” 

Amy admits that she 
will feel nervous on the 
day but is looking 
forward to the race and 
doing what she can for 
the charity. 

“It’s surprising how far 
you can run when you 
hold that person in your 
mind. I need no better 
inspiration than my nan 
for running this race.”

Surgeon on the run in 
Sahara for cancer fund

A SURGEON from 
Newmarket will run the 
equivalent of six 
marathons over a week- 
in the Sahara desert. 

Patrick Gillespie, a 
consultant plastic and hand 
surgeon at Spire Cambridge 
Lea Hospital, signed up for 
one of the toughest foot races 
on earth - the Marathon des 
Sables, the Marathon of the 
Sands. 

He travelled to Morocco on 
Easter Sunday to begin the 
race being run in aid of Marie 
Curie Cancer Care. 

Along with his colleague 
Alan Getgood, who is running 
for Spinal Research, they will 
complete 250kms over the 
Sahara desert in more than 
35C carrying all their own 
food, clothes and equipment. 

The race is equivalent of six 
marathons, run over seven 
days, with an extra 50 miles in 
the middle. 

The father-of-one, 43, told 
the Weekly News before he 
departed on his trip: “Alan 
and I worked together in 
Cambridge in 2003 and 
shortly afterwards along with 
his sister Ruth, a bunch of us 
hiked up Mt Kilimanjaro, in

part to raise money for Marie 
Curie. 

“A1 and Ruth’s parents had 
died of cancer and just over a 
year ago, so did my father. 

“An increasingly difficult 
time at home was 
transformed by the skill and 
kindness of the combined 
medical and nursing team 
from Marie Curie. 

“In 2009, he caught me 
unawares and slipped in a 
quick question about running 
a race in the Sahara - easy, 
just sign up here - three years 
zip past and it’s only a week 
to the start of the 2012 
Marathon des Sables.”

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Grace's tweet dreams

She’s a prolific teen-lit author, a 
regular on television panel 
shows, and has just released her 
first non-fiction book, How To 
Leave Twitter. But Grace Dent is 
perhaps best known for her 
laugh-out-loud TV column in The 
Guardian. “I don’t think I’ll ever 
give up being a columnist; I’ll 
literally die slumped against my 
MacBook,” she tells EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM. 


F you ever read Grace Dent’s 
wickedly witty TV OD column 
in Saturday’s Guardian , the 
chances are that, on at least one 
occasion, you’ve choked on your 
morning coffee. 

I say this with some authority: only last 
weekend I had a beverage-related incident 
while enjoying her acerbic critique of BBC 
One’s The Voice. 

It was the bit about Tom Jones that did 
it. Being so old, wrote Dent, the Welsh 
singer’s fledgling performances are 
documented on the Bayeux Tapestry: “He’s 
woven honking through What’s New 
Pussycat? while King Harold staggers 
about with an arrow in his eye . ..” 

Fellow The Voice celeb Will.i.am fared 
little better: “I’d like to sneak up on 
William - that’s his name, I shall not 
indulge his mid-word punctuation frippery 
any more - and kick him right up his neon, 
sequin-festooned, customised denim a***,” 
she raved, fuming that the budget for his 
(presumed) backstage requests - including 
“tedious TGI Friday’s waiter-meets-Power 
Ranger outfits” - would have funded 


countless BBC4 documentaries. 

Dent is one funny lady, and it’s no 
surprise that she’s a regular on the likes of 
The Apprentice: You ’re Fired and Have I 
Got News For You. 

She’s also penned 11 books for 
teenagers, has been writing about TV for 
The Guardian for 12 years, and is now 
venturing into non-fiction with How To 
Leave Twitter, which she’ll discuss at 
Wordfest next weekend. 

So what exactly is her job description? 

“I’m a columnist and an author, that’s 
what I always say. But out of everything, 
it’s the columnist work that I love the most, 
because you write it from the heart,” says 
Dent. 

“I don’t think I’ll ever give up; I’ll 
literally die slumped against my 
MacBook.” 

Is it easier to write about shows she 
loves or hates? “It’s always easier to write 
about what you hate, just because you’ve 
got the fire in your belly. That’s when you 
can really let rip and say all the things that 
you’ve shouted at the TV 

“It’s really nice to be able to 


communicate that you love stuff, and so 
few people actually do that these days: I’m 
writing about Game of Thrones at the 
moment, which I love. But God, I love a 
rant! Some of the best stuff I write is when 
I have nothing nice to say at all,” she 
laughs. “If I didn’t have this job I’d just be 
a shouting person in the street.” 

Dent, who’s 38, grew up in Carlisle and 
had a “very normal working class 
childhood. I spent most of my time either 
watching TV or playing in the street”. 

Yet she was also an avid reader, 
devouring the works Julie Burchill, Sue 
Townsend and Alan Bennett, with whom 
she felt a particular affinity: “I always 
knew I had this talent for looking at what 
was going on and telling it back, and 
making people laugh. That’s all I’ve ever 
been able to do, really. But nobody in my 
family has ever written anything. My dad 
was in the Army, my mum was a 
housewife; I think they were just genuinely 
puzzled by me. And still are to this day.” 

At Stirling University, Dent wrote for 
the student newspaper (“pretty much doing 
exactly what I do now”), but it was 


winning a writing competition in 
Cosmopolitan that changed everything. By 
the age of 21 she was contributing 
regularly to glossy magazines: “and the job 
that I always wanted is exactly the job that 
I’ve got now”. 

At the weekend, Dent comes to 
Cambridge Wordfest to talk about her 
latest book, How To Leave Twitter. 

“It all came from the fact that I joined 
Twitter in exactly the same way everyone 
does: you get told about it, everyone goes 
on about it, and you get angry, and 
eventually you open an account, but then 
you still don’t get it, and you get angry, and 
you stomp off into cyberspace, and you go 
back again eventually, and lots of people 
have sent you messages, and you start to 
get the hang of it. 

“And my argument is that once the 
penny’s dropped with Twitter, you can 
never get away. You’re pretty much stuck 
there.” 

It becomes, she says, an obsession: 

“Your plants are dying, your fridge is 
empty, your washing basket is full of 
clothes and you haven’t rung your mother, 
but at the same time you’re helping 
someone in Aberystwyth locate a princess 
castle for their daughter’s fourth birthday.” 

In the book, Dent explores what people 
are doing on Twitter: whether it’s watching 
TV together, getting their news - and 
gossip - more quickly, or just making 
friends. “So I talk about all these life- 
enhancing and wonderful things that 
Twitter brings to your life, and why it’s so 
addictive. 

“And then I also talk about all the really 
terrible bits: watching people bragging, 
watching people name-dropping, people 
who actually aren’t what they say they are.” 

The worst culprits, she says, are those 
who feel the need to share their exercise 
habits: “They say ‘Julie Smith has just run 


6.5 kilometres’, and you’re lying on the 
sofa in a Slanket, thinking: ‘Why do I need 
to know this?’ 

“So the book is basically about why I 
personally think that Twitter is one of the 
best things ever invented -1 love it - but 
I’m also acknowledging the awful things. 

“And that social media, when you use it 
too much, does make us depressed, and 
does make us compare ourselves to other 
people.” 

Dent admits that, for her, Twitter is an 
addiction, and she occasionally makes 
herself walk away: “I do have breaks where 
I have to just stop and not be there. 

“Life is completely different when I’m 
not on Twitter.” 

Is it better? 

“I would say cleaner and less anxious.” 

So why go back? 

“Because everything’s there! All my 
friends are talking, I love gossip, I love 
current affairs, I love having a laugh - so 
many of my friends are really brilliant at 
one-liners.” 

Assuming she’s not on one of her Twitter 
fasts, Dent will almost certainly be 
tweeting about Wordfest, and admits she 
can’t wait to come to Cambridge. 

“I can’t think of anything nicer,” she 
says. “I’m coming on the train, having 
dinner with a friend, and then doing a talk. 
I’m really looking forward to it. 

“Book festivals are great; people don’t 
generally spend money to come out of their 
house and celebrate the written word and 
then turn out to be hideous,” she adds with 
a chuckle. 

“And God, the thought that people are 
coming out to see me never stops feeling 
odd and lovely. Every time.”

King of the jungle 



A hundred years after its 
original publication, Tarzan 
has been given a 21st 
century make-over for 
young readers by author 
Andy Briggs. And, he tells 
EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM, 
heroes don’t come much 
more exciting than this. 

T HINK of an action 
hero, and these days 
they’re probably 
toting a gun, blowing things 
up or relying on technical 
wizardry to overpower their 
fiendish foes. 

But actually all a true action 
hero needs is solid morals, a loin 
cloth and an almighty roar . . . 

We’re talking, of course, about 
that tree-dwelling superman, 
Tarzan. Originally brought to life 
by author Edgar Rice Burroughs, 
the Lord of the Jungle spawned 
dozens of books and - wait for it - 
89 movies. And now, 100 years 
after he first swung through the 
trees and let out that blood¬ 
curdling bellow, Tarzan is being 
brought bang up to date by Andy 
Briggs in Tarzan: The Grey stoke 
Legacy. 

Andy, a scriptwriter and author 
from Liverpool, has been a 
passionate Tarzan fan since 
childhood: “I just fell in love with 
that kind of wild, high adventure, 
and Tarzan has always stuck with 
me it’s been a source of fun and a 
source of inspiration,” he says. 
“He’s a great hero. 

“But as I got older I came to 


realise that Tarzan was actually 
much more relevant these days 
than it ever was when I was a child 
because, inadvertently, Edgar Rice 
Burroughs created Tarzan as the 
world’s first eco-warrior. When the 
Great White Hunter was out 
bagging endangered leopards and 
elephants, Tarzan was the one 
standing up for those creatures. 

“So when you look at 
everything he stands for: 
environmental protection, 
conservation, protecting your 
family and everything that you 
love, he’s just a more resonant 
character now. You’ve actually got 
an icon there.” 

Working alongside the Edgar 
Rice Burroughs estate, Andy has 
made sure that his jungle champ 
retains the magic of the original 
incarnation. Having said that, this 
Tarzan perhaps edgier and, living 
in the 21st century, has more perils 
to face than his 1912 predecessor: 
warring guerrillas, poaching of 


endangered animals, illegal 
logging and the decline of the 
environment for starters. 

“It’s been a wonderful canvas to 
play with,” says Andy, “but what I 
didn’t want to do was re-write 
Burroughs’s novel, so I did a 
‘reboot’. I relaunched the character 
for this new generation, hitting the 
restart button as opposed to the 
rewrite button.” 

Jane has been given a feisty new 
twist too: “Once you walk into the 
jungle, everything you rely on, like 
technology, is just stripped away 
from you. So I made sure that my 
re-incarnation of Jane was as a 
tough modern-day teenager. She’s 
independent, she’s smart, she’s got 
a mobile phone, but once she’s set 
foot in the jungle, the technology 
is irrelevant. Then it’s just up to her 
wits and her character to survive.” 

As for Andy’s appearance at the 
Wordfest festival in Cambridge, 
well, it won’t be your typical talk: 
“It’s going to be great fun. The 


really good thing about Tarzan is 
that it appeals to everyone, 
children and parents, so it’s a 
family thing. And my show is 
interactive: we have a wonderful 
jungle survival quiz which is me 
versus the audience, and I 
encourage them to scream and 
shout and go crazy.” And do the 
roar? “Oh, the roar’s in there.” 

Aimed at readers aged 9 and 
above, Tarzan: The Greystoke 
Legacy is out now, and will be 
followed this summer with the next 
in the series, Tarzan: The Jungle 
Warrior. And Andy has no plans to 
stop: “I can go on and on until 
Faber pull the pen from my hand,” 
he grins. 

“It’s just a great character and a 
great situation.”

THE CABIN IN THE WOODS 
Certificate 15,1h35m 

YOU have to give writer-director Drew 
Goddard full marks for effort. With tongue 
wedged firmly in cheek, he lampoons hoary 
cliches and attempts to reinvigorate the horror 
genre with this tale of college kids in peril. 

Not since poor Drew Barrymore answered 
a crank call in Scream has a film exploited 
stereotypes with such lip-smacking glee and 
subverted our expectations at every blood- 
spattered turn. 

Joss Whedon, creator of the Buffy The 
Vampire Slayer television series, co-wrote the 
script and his droll humour percolates 
throughout, inviting us to become whooping, 
cheering voyeurs as characters meet a grisly 
demise. 

Bookish college student Dana (Kristen 
Connolly) is looking forward to a jaunt into the 
great outdoors with blonde friend Jules (Anna 
Hutchison) and her jock boyfriend Curt (Chris 
Hemsworth), and bong-smoking slacker 
Marty (Fran Kranz). 

Curt invites along his shy and sensitive 
buddy Holden (Jesse Williams) and the five 
thrillseekers head into the mountains to a 
remote log cabin. 

Meanwhile, deep within an underground 
bunker, scientist Richard Sitterson (Richard 
Jenkins) and Steve Hadley (Bradley Whitford) 
stare at a bank of CCTV screens which seem 
to be following the progress of the students 
towards the cabin. 

They invite the rest of the team to bet on 
the quintet’s chances of survival but new guy 
Truman (Brian White) resists. 

Plot twists are the key selling point of The 
Cabin In The Woods and the big reveal in the 


closing minutes is a humdinger, including a 
cameo from a big name Hollywood star who 
clearly relishes their five minutes in the 
spotlight. 

Yet for all of its audacity and deliciously off- 
kilter humour, the various elements don’t gel 
seamlessly and once the writers’ grand plan 
is laid out before us, we feel slightly 
underwhelmed. 


The young cast embrace their genre 
archetypes, screaming or disrobing on cue, 
while Kranz plays his role with aplomb. 

At certain points Goddard probably gives 
us too much information but the crescendo 
certainly doesn’t skimp on the digital effects 
or blood-letting. 

Goddard knows how to end with an 
almighty bang.

A HOST of events are 
planned for the first 
Royal Horticultural 
Society (RHS) National 
Gardening Week, an initiative 
to encourage people to get 
growing. 

Between April 16-22, community 
plant and seed swaps, gardening advice 
clinics, workshops and garden parties 
are planned, along with input from 
gardening clubs, community groups 
and libraries. 

There's also a big push for schools to 
become involved, with the RHS Show 
Cardiff (April 20-22) being the launch 
pad for the first Young School Gardener 
of the Year competition - a nationwide 
search to find the best young grower in 
the land. 

Get Kids Growing Day, an annual 
competition aimed at gardeners up to 
the age of 16, will be launched on April 
20 and is a key initiative for the 
campaign week. 

Divided into four age groups and 
aimed at the RHS campaign for school 


gardening, a teacher nominates a child 
by completing an online form by May 
18. 

The RHS then chooses the four best 
entrants from each age group, who 
receive digital cameras to make videos 
demonstrating why they’re such 
exemplary gardeners. They must submit 
the video by July 5. 

A winner of each age group will 
receive gardening tools and £500 in 
garden gift vouchers for their schools. 


The overall winner, crowned Young 
School Gardener of the Year 2012, will 
in addition spend a day at a RHS 
garden of their choice, working with a 
RHS gardener and receive family 
tickets to either RHS Tatton Park 
Flower Show or RHS Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show 2013. 

Jacky Chave, RHS strategic schools 
manager, says: “Gardening in schools is 
a fantastic way of engaging young 
people in learning. Thanks to our 


campaign, more than half of all primary 
school pupils in the country are 
gardening. 

“If through this competition we 
discover the next Monty Don, Alan 
Titchmarsh or Chris Collins, who in 
turn will inspire their friends and 
classmates to get into gardening, then 
how fantastic. 

“Gardening needs new champions, 
young and old, and so what better place 
to start looking for them than in the 


school cabbage patch.” 

Through Young School Gardener of 
the Year, the RHS hopes to encourage 
more children across the UK to garden. 
As demonstrated by RHS research, 
gardening is important as it teaches 
children key life-skills, is good for their 
health and allows them to learn in a 
fun, practical way. There are currently 
15,000 schools, nearly half of all UK 
schools, registered with the campaign. 

If you’re not into competitions but 
would like to encourage your child into 
the garden, Sarah-Jane Mason, RHS 
schools project officer, has the 
following tips: 

■ Before you start planting seeds, 
ensure the children have some 
ownership of the project. 

■ Allow them to choose and taste 
what plants they wish to grow before 
planting commences. Use images from 
seed catalogues or purchase examples 
of the crops for tastings. 

■ Be realistic about the timescales 
involved in growing the chosen plants. 
Some children will expect an instant 
garden and their enthusiasm may be 
dashed if misled. Grow some fast crops 
in another area to keep their interest.

Mobile cleaning 
crew sidestep 
hosepipe ban 


THE hosepipe ban 
came into force last 
week, meaning that 
anyone using a 
hosepipe to clean 
their car (or water 
the garden) could be 
fined up to £1,000, 
writes Mike Scialom. 

However, the ban 
currently only applies to 
Anglian Water customers, 
which covers the 
Huntingdon, Ely and 
Newmarket areas - as yet, 
people in the area whose 
water provider is 
Cambridge Water are not 
subject to the legislation, 
although the firm, which 
has 130,000 customers in 
and around the city, has 
warned there is “a 
medium risk” it may have 
to implement a ban at 
some point during the 
year so if rainfall remains 
low - and is demand rises. 

Under the ban, 
customers can still water 
their gardens if they use a 
watering can and can still 
clean their cars, provided 
they use a bucket. 

As the ban kicks in, 
Cambridge Valet Centre’s 
founder Simon Walters 
believes that the ban will

actually boost business, 
as the firm is able to do a 
professional car wash 
using only a bucket, 
which sidesteps the 
restriction. 

“Obviously we’re 
trained to use as small an 
amount of water as 
possible anyway so the 
ban will have no impact 
and may even make us 
busier,” Walters told drive. 
“People will want their 
cars washed and they 
can’t use their hosepipes, 
while we aim to provide a 
professional finish using 
less than 20 litres of water 
when the average guy at 
home will use 100 litres.”

This one means a 
lot, says queen Vic 


A TEARFUL Victoria Pendleton 
declared her sixth Track Cycling 
World Championships sprint title 
as the most important of her 
career as she moved into pole 
position for the London Olympic 
Games with victory in Melbourne. 
In an extraordinary day at the 
Hisense Arena, 2008 Olympic 
champion Pendleton was 
awarded victory off 
the bike when race 
officials relegated 
her final 
opponent 
Simona 
Krupeckaite of 
Lithuania, 
handing the 
Briton a 2-0 
success. 

The key to 
victory for the 
Mildenhall club’s 
life-member was a 
stunning come-from- 
behind semi-final triumph 
over defending champion and 
perennial adversary Anna Meares 
of Australia - an epic duel which 
proved Pendleton’s determination 
for glory at the London Olympics 
is far from diminished. 

Pendleton (pictured above with 
coach Steve Peters), who intends 
to retire after August’s Olympic 
track programme, lost control and 
crashed in the first race - 
suffering cuts to her right 


shoulder, elbow and hip - before 
being granted a reprieve in the 
second as Meares was adjudged 
to have impeded her opponent by 
going outside the sprinters’ lane. 
The officials’ decision set up a 
deciding contest, which Meares 
led out on the last of three laps, 
but Pendleton responded by 
accelerating around 
her rival and won 
in a photo-finish. 
"This is 
probably the 
most 

significant 
and 

probably 
the most 
emotional, 
being the 
last time I’m 
going to do 
this,” said 
Pendleton, who 
regained the title 
she won in 2005, 2007, 
2008, 2009 and 2010. “It means 
a lot to me. It probably means as 
much as the first one (in Los 
Angeles), which was special, 
because I never thought I had the 
ability to be world champion. 

“I’m delighted I won but it’s nice 
to win by crossing the line first - 
relegations always make it a 
bit weird. 

“It’s a shame in some respect, 
but they’re the rules.”

PETER Winter is switching his focus to 
the 2014 Commonwealth Games in 
Glasgow after clocking two personal 
best times in the British International 
Disability Championships at Sheffield.

I won’t rush back until 
I’m race-fit, says Kirsty

KIRSTY Milczarek is keen to get 
back in the saddle but will not return 
until she feels she is fully fit. 
Milczarek won her appeal against a 
two-year ban originally imposed in 
December for passing information 
for reward and for committing a 
corrupt or fraudulent practice. 

While she will have no obstacles to 
clear when re-applying for her 
licence, Milczarek will not rush her 
return. “I’ve spoken to the boss 
(Luca Cumani) and he wants me 
back as soon as possible, but I’ve 
been working as a ‘nag and nanny’ 
in Essex looking after horses and 
children and I don’t want to let the 
family I’ve been employed by 
down,” she said. “I’ve been 
eventing and hunting all winter, but 
there’s reasonably fit and there’s 
race-fit. I don’t want to say I’m 
shocked but I’m just glad justice 
came around eventually. They took 
race-riding away from me, which 
was bad enough, but then to be 
labelled corrupt was just awful.” 

■ Newmarket’s director of racing 
Michael Prosser believes he can 
entice as many as five of the top 
international sprinters for the Darley 
July Cup. Black Caviar, the queen of 
Australian racing, would certainly 
be the top draw of all, but she could 
be joined by several of her 
compatriots. Ortensia, winner of the 
Al Quoz Sprint in Dubai, is bound for 
Britain with Foxwedge, who has 
been beaten by Black Caviar this 
spring but subsequently took a 
Group One at Moonee Valley. 
Bahrain’s Krypton Factor and 
Singapore star Rocket Man, first 
and second in the Golden Shaheen, 
are also in the picture. 

Prosser said: “I spoke to Black 
Caviar’s trainer Peter Moody in 
Hong Kong and the July Cup is on 
his radar. Ortensia is on target 
along with Foxwedge. Krypton 
Factor is also on target and Rocket 
Man is a possibility.” 


■ John Gosden will prepare his 
QIPCO 2000 Guineas entry Fencing 
by trialling him over the Newmarket 
course and distance in the Novae 
Bloodstock Insurance Craven 
Stakes a week today. Priced at 16-1 
by Paddy Power, Fencing looked 
above-average when taking a Listed 
race at Newbury in August and was 
then third, beaten two and a half 
lengths, by Camelot in the Racing 
Post Trophy at Doncaster on a day 


when the Newmarket trainer felt 
Aidan O’Brien’s charge was 
“beyond exceptional”. Gosden said: 
“He’s in the Guineas and he might 
well go for the Craven Stakes. 
William Buick rode him for the first 
time again the other day and said 
he felt stronger.
